The  START  contractor  wrote  a SAP/QAPP  pursuant  to  the  Region  8 contract  Task  Order  1 
under  a new  TDD.  It  addresses  river  water  sampling,  drinking  water  well  sampling,  and 
sediment  sampling.  It  is  still  under  review  by  the  Environmental  Unit. 
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I do  not  believe  samples  are  being  taken  at  the  discharge  of  the  treatment  ponds.  The  ponds  are 
an  emergency  measure,  constructed  after  the  release.  I believe  they  are  taking  pH  readings  with 
an  instrument  on-site.
